FORCE WAS WITH THEM 


CHICAGO PARK 
DISTRICT RULES? 
NOT FOR LUCAS

When “Star Wars” creator George Lucas and 
Chicago businesswoman Mellody Hobson 
chose Promontory Point for their late-June 
wedding celebration, the Chicago Park Dis- 
trict set aside its rule book and paved the way, 
literally, for the power couple’s star-studded 
bash. 

Records from the event and other celebra- 
tions at the popular lakefront venue reveal 
that the filmmaker and his well-connected 
bride were allowed to skirt a number of poli- 
cies that the Park District refused to bend for 
ordinary renters. 

While charging a rental fee of nearly 


$100,000, officials waived rules governing 
event hours, caterers and restrooms for the 
couple. 

The couple’s party planner also paid for a 
paint job and asphalt work near the party site, 
according to records obtained through a Free- 
dom of Information Act request. 

The pricey rental, negotiated by New York 
party planner Van Wyck & Van Wyck, includ- 
ed use of the park—a popular wedding venue 
prized for its skyline views and distinctive 
field house—from June 23 until July 2 for the 
June 29 event. 

In addition to closing the park and its pub- 
lic restrooms on the day of the reception, the 
Park District allowed the party to go until 
1 a.m. and approved the use of a special cater- 
er—privileges officials had declined to grant 
to other couples who recently married at the 
park. 

When asked last month about a fresh coat

of paint applied to a tunnel that leads to the 
park just days before the Lucas-Hobson re- 
ception, Park District spokeswoman Jessica 
Maxey-Faulkner said the work was part of 
“general repair maintenance” and not con- 
nected to the wedding celebration. 

But documents show the Park District 
eventually invoiced the couple’s party plan- 
ner an additional $1,770 for painting the un- 
derpass, $5,382 for patching the underpass 
asphalt and $500 for a broken small bench. 
The bill was paid more than a week after the 
reception, records show. 

Asked to explain the invoice, Maxey- 
Faulkner reiterated that the work was part of 
general maintenance but said a bill was sent 


because the party planner said the couple 
would make a donation to cover the cost. 

The work “would have been covered under 
the Chicago Park District’s general mainte- 
nance program,” Maxey-Faulkner said Mon- 
day in an email, but “Van Wyck and Van Wyck 
donated the cost of those repairs to the Chi- 
cago Park District.” 

The spokeswoman said Tuesday that Van 
Wyck & Van Wyck “wanted to ensure that no 
taxpayer money was spent on the event,” and 
paid the invoice “as a gesture of appreciation 
to the community and patrons of Promontory 
Point.” 

The couple also paid an additional $23,000 
to reserve nearby parking lots, records show.

This is one title Chicago is happy it doesn’t 
have: the most expensive city for renters. 
While Chicago rents recently have seen a 
slight uptick, apartment prices aren't nearly 
as high here as they are in New York, the 
most expensive spot in the country,

second quarter this year, according to 

data provided by Reis Inc., a New York-based 
real estate research company. That number 
reflects a blended average of apartments with 


different bedroom counts. 

The bad news for Chicago renters: Rent is up 0.6 
percent compared with the first quarter of the year 
and 2.5 percent compared with the same time frame 
last year. 

The good news: Chicago sits in the middle of the 
pack among rents in 79 markets. It’s pretty much 
in line with the national average of 
$1,062. Nearly two dozen major cities 
charge more for rent. In New York, it’s 
$3,017. 

“Tt’s a landlord’s market,” said Mau- 
rice Ortiz, marketing director for The 
Apartment People in Chicago. “Basi- 
cally what that means is there’s more 
demand than inventory available at this 
point, so landlords are pricing accord- 
ingly.” 

Until the sales side of the real 
estate market picks up, rents 
are expected to continue at this 
level, Ortiz said. Right now, some 
people who could afford to buy 
property are still hesitant about 
doing so because of the economy, 
he said. If the economy and job 
markets improve, that could lead 
some renters to buy and thus 
weaken the demand for apart- 
ments, according to Reis. 

For now, apartments, particularly in

CTA: Absentee cost 
set to fall $10 million

The CTA is making headway against an ab- 
senteeism problem that costs tens of millions 
of dollars a year, transit officials said Tuesday, 
pointing to the work ethic of employees like 
Jarouen Ellis as part of the long-term solution. 

Ellis, a CTA bus driver who is the son of 
a retired CTA rail employee, said he hasn’t 
missed a day of work during his 11-year career 
at the CTA, except when he was forced off 
the job for 30 days by appendicitis. 

“When you work some dead-end jobs or 
some really low-paying jobs and you finally 
find something that is good, you try to hold 
on to it,” Ellis, 50, said Tuesday near the bus- 
fueling station at the CTA Forest Glen garage 
on the Northwest Side. 

Moments earlier at that location, CTA 
President Forrest Claypool announced that 
costs associated with absenteeism this year 


EXPRESS LINES 


are projected to sink to $30 million, from 
$40 million two years earlier. 

Absenteeism’s causes include excessive sick 
time, phony family medical leave claims and 
injuries reported while on duty, transit offi- 
cials said. No-shows also are a big problem, 
officials acknowledged, and require the CTA 
to keep extra personnel on standby to avoid 
canceling bus and rail runs and, often, pay 
overtime that otherwise wouldn't be needed. 

The reduction of the problem—from a 
7.1 percent rate in 2011 to a projected 
5.5 percent this year—can be traced mostly 
to agency managers aggressively enforcing 
rules that have been on the books for years, 
officials said. That approach contrasts with 
statements last year by Claypool, who then 
cited agency work rules as prone to promot- 
ing absenteeism because they could be gamed 
by union employees.
